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classes,  other  than  201  must 
obtain  a  fee  exemption  card 
from  their  language  instructor 
and  then  take  them  to  the 
respective  language  department 
secretary,  he  said. 

Students  not  currently 
enrolled  in  language  classes  but 
who  are  qualified  to  take  the 
exam  must  register  alsp  with  the 
respective  department  secretary.. 
The  secretary  will  indicate  the 
date,  hour  and  place  of  the 
evaluation.  A  fee  of  $5  is 
required  for  those  students  not 
currently  enrolled  in  a  language 
course,  Dr.  Taylor  said. 

Evaluations  for  the  following 
languages  will  be  administered 
this  semester: 

1.  Spanish  and  Portuguese, 
register  at  the  Department  of 
Spanish  and  Portuguese,  301 
MCKB.

Ban  on  sex  discrimination 


Ford  may  propose  bill 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  As  one  of  his  last  official 
acts,  President  Ford  may  ask  Congress  to  outlaw  sex 
discrimination  in  the  multitude  of  federally  funded 
programs  reaching  almost  every  American 
community. 

White  House  and  Justice  Department  officials  said 
Wednesday  they  are  drafting  legislation  that  would 
prohibit  anyone  receiving  federal  funds  from 
discriminating  against  women  in  their  employment 
practices  and  in  any  other  aspect  of  their  operations. 

This  would  give  women  the  legal  protection  that 
Congress  gave  blacks  and  other  racial  minorities  in  the 
1964  Civil  Rights  Act. 

It  would  mean  thousands  of  state  and  local 
governments  and  private  groups  receiving  federal 


funds  for  public  projects  would  risk  losing  the  money 
if  they  failed  to  treat  women  the  same  as  men. 

Jeanne  Holm,  the  President’s  special  assistant  for 
women’s  affairs,  said  her  staff  has  been  working  on 
the  proposal  for  several  months  and  she  expects  to 
submit  a  final  draft  to  Ford  soon. 

In  an  interview,  she  said  she  hopes  Ford  will  offer 
the  legislation  in  his  final  State  of  the  Union  message 
before  leaving  office  Jan.  20.  She  indicated  many 
White  House  staff  members  favor  such  a  step. 

She  said  the  legislation  would  “prohibit 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex  or  marital  status” 
in  any  federal  program  of  financial  assistance. 

Assistant  Atty.  Gen.  J.  Stanley  Pottinger,  head  of 
the  department’s  civil  rights  division,  told  a  news 


conference  such  legislation  is  a  vital  tool  to  protect 
the  rights  of  women  in  some  400  federal  programs 
spending  about  $50  billion  a  year. 

Under  present  law,  sex  discrimination  is  banned  in 
only  1 7  federal  programs,  including  revenue  sharing, 
highway  construction  and  crime  control. 

The  hundreds  of  other  programs  offering  federal 
money  for  schools  and  sewers,  hospitals  and  drug 
treatment  and  all  sorts  of  social  projects  contain  no 
requirement  that  women  be  treated  equally,  partly 
because  they  were  enacted  before  women’s  rights 
became  a  national  issue. 

.  Pottinger  called  the  news  conference  to  announce 
new  regulations  to  tighten  enforcement  of  the  ban  on 
racial  discrimination.

A  Salt  Lake  City  attorney 
representing  convicted  slayer  Gary 
Gilmore’s  mother  filed  petitions 
Thursday  with  the  Fourth  District 
Court  in  Provo  and  with  the  Utah 
Supreme  Court  for  a  stay  of  Gilmore’s 
execution. 

The  filings  came  amidst  a  flurry  of 
legal  maneuvers  in  federal  and  state 
courts  on  different  aspects  of  the  case. 

Richard  Giauque,  in  conjunction 
with  Stanford  law  professor  Anthony 
G.  Amesterdam,  filed  petitions  with 
the  trial  court  of  Judge'  J.  Robert 
Bullock  and  with  the  Utah  Supreme 
court  seeking  a  stay  of  execution  until 
they  could  file  a  petition  for  a  writ  of 
certiorari  with  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 

That  action  would  seek  a  review  of 
the  Utah  high  court’s  Nov.  10  order 
reversing  a  previously  granted  stay  of 
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The  two  lawyers  are  representing 
Gilmore’s  mother,  Bessie  Gilmore,  who 
is  fighting  her  son’s  execution  against

Amsterdam  also  said  Gilmore’s 
wishes  must  be  balanced  against 
procedural  safeguards  in  the 
Constitution. 

White  planned  to  refer  the  request  to 
the  full  court  for  consideration.  A 
decision  will  probably  not  be  made 
until  after  the.  court’s  weekly 
conference  today. 

Giauque  also  said  he  planned  to  file  a 
petition  in  federal  district  court;  A 
hearing  before  Chief  District  Judge 
Willis  Ritter  is  scheduled  for  2  p.m. 
today. 

Gilmore’s  former  attorney,  Tom 
Jones,  also  filed  a  stay  of  execution 
with  the  Supreme  Court  Thursday.  His 
reasons  include  an  allegation  that 
Gilmore’s  sanity  should  be  reevaluated 
and  a  charge  that  his  resentencing  to 
die  is  a  violation  of  an  earlier  Utah 
Supreme  Court  ruling. 

Jones  was  dismissed  from  the  case 
formally  Wednesday  through  an  order 
filed  with  the  court. 

The  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
(ACLU),  in  extensive  deliberations, 
also  made  plans  to,  intervene.  ACLU 
attorney  Jinks  Dabney  said  his 
organization  will  support  Jones. 

THe  ACLU  plans  to  petition  the 
Utah  Supreme  Court  Friday  morning 
for  permission  to  intervene  as  a  friend 
of  the  court  in  the  actions  brought  by 
Jones. 

Documents  are  also  being  prepared 
by  the  ACLU  to  take  other  action  if 


necessary,  he  said.  The  organization  is 
also  keeping  in  touch  with  other  parties 
trying  to  stop  the  execution. 

Robert  Van  Sciver,  an  attorney  for 
several  death  row  inmates,  also 
indicated  .  he  would  work  with  the 
ACLU  to  coordinate  plans  to  halt  the 
execution. 

“It’s  really  going  to  be  a  concerted 
effort  on  the  part  of  a  lot  of  interest 
groups,”  he  said. 

While  the  host  of  attorneys  was 
working  to  prevent  the  execution,  Utah 
State  Prison  Warden  Sam  Smith 
continued  preparations  for  it. 

Smith,  asked  if  he  would  grant 
Gilmore’s  request  that  he  be  allowed  to 
die  standing  and  without  a  hood  over 
his  head,  said  he  had  not  discussed  it 
with  the  killer. 

“We  don’t  see  it  as  a  show  or 
experience  where  someone  can  express 
bravado,  go  out  in  a  blaze  .  .  he  said 

Smith  said  he  had  started  the  specific 
preparations  for  the  execution  on  the 
assumption  it,  will  be  carried  out 
Monday. 

In  other  developments,  an  insurance 
company  filed  suit  against  Gilmore  for 
$44,000  to  reclaim  benefits  paid  to  the 
family  of  law  student  Max  David 
Jensen.  Gilmore  has  been  charged  with 
the  murder  of  Jensen. 

The  company,  Commerical  Union 
Assurance  Companies  of  Massachusetts, 
filed  the  suit  Wednesday  in  Third 
District  Court,  saying  Jensen’s  family 
received  $44,8  18  in  workmen’s 
compensation  and  another  $1,000  in 
funeral  benefits. 

Gilmore  has  not  been  tried  for  the 
murder  of  Jensen.  Jensen  was  killed 
while  working  as  an  attendant  at  a 
Sinclair  gas  station  in  Orem.  The  suit 
said  Jensen  was  an  employe  of  Sinclair 
Oil  Corp.

Gilmore  has  stated  that  he  plans  to 
give  some  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale 
of  his  “story”  to  the  families  of  the 
men  he  murdered.  Jensen’s  wife, 
Colleen,  has  refused  to  comment  on 
the  statement. 

The  National  Enquirer  also  filed  suit 
in  U.S.  District  court  Thursday  seeking 
to  interview  and  photograph  Gilmore. 
The  suit  named  the  Utah  Board  of 
Corrections,  the  Board  of  Pardons  and 
the  prison  warden  and  was  filed  in 
behalf  of  the  Enquirer  and  two  of  its 
reporters. 

The  Utah  Attorney  General’s  office 
also  sent  a  motion  to  the  U.S.  Tenth 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  Denver 
seeking  to  stop  newsmen  from 
interviewing  Gilmore. 

The  document  asked  the  appeals 
court  to  stay  an  earlier  restraining 
order  by  Judge  Ritter  allowing  the  Salt 
Lake  Tribune  to  interview  Gilmore. 

Other  local  and  national  news 
organizations  have  also  filed  motions  to 
be  allowed  an  interview.  The  Board  of 
Corrections  said  it  wants  to  ban  the 
interviews  to  prevent  glorification  of 
Gilmore. 

Meanwhile,  a  mental  competency 
hearing  will  be  held  today  for  Nicole 
Barrett,  Gilmore’s  girlfriend.  Gilmore 
and  Mrs.  Barrett  attempted  suicide  on 
Nov.  16,  in  what  was  thought  to  be  a 
lover’s  pact.

He 
was  later  elected  to  the  Alberta 
Legislature,  becoming  speaker  of  that 
body. 

President  Tanner  has  served  as 
president  of  Merrill  Petroleums,  Ltd., 
and  director  of  the  Toronto  Dominion 
Bank  of  Canada.  He  later  became 
president  of  the  Trans-Canada  Pipe 
Line,  retiring  in  1958. 

President  Tanner  married  Sara 
Isabelle  Merrill  of  Hill  Springs,  Alberta, 
on  Dec.  2,  1919,  and  they  are  the 
parents  of  five  daughters.  He  became  a 
U.S.  citizen  on  May  2,  1966,  saying  at 
the  time  that  he  loved  his  native 
Canada,  but  felt  that  the  U.S.  is  a 
chosen  land. 

He  was  president  of  the  Calgary

But 
observers  say  the  name  of  the  game  is  “waiting  for  Jimmy 
Carter.” 

U.N.  sources  said  the  Arabs  were  readying  Mideast  settlement 
proposals  for  the  General  Assembly  that  are  much  less  abrasive 
than  resolutions  of  recent  years,  when  the  primary  Arab  goal  was 
to  isolate  and  attack  Israel. 


Collision  kills  Ford's  half  brother 


LEBANON,  Tenn  -  Leslie  Henry  King,  President  Ford’s 
53-year-old  half  brother,  was  killed  Thursday  when  his  car 
collided  head-on  with  a  tractor-trailer  loaded  with  pipe,  police 
said. 

Ford  learned  of  King’s  death  shortly  after  7  a.m.  when  King’s 
widow  called  the  President,  a  White  House  spokesman  said.  There 
was  no  immediate  word  whether  Ford  would  attend  the  funeral. 


A  group  of  about  40  citizens  from  three 
counties  called  for  increased  mass  transit  and 
pollution  control  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Mountainland  Association  of  Governments 
(MAG)  Wednesday. 

The  residents  from  Utah,  Summit  and 
Wasatch  counties,  the  area  covered  by  the 
association,  gathered  at  Orem  City’s  offices 
to  talk  with  planners  in  a  yearly  public 
meeting,  discussing  proposals  of  the  agency. 

Mount ainlands  officials  explained  the 
purpose  of  the  agency,  which  has  been 
termed  by  some  as  just  another  level  of 
government  to  the  citizens. 

The  association  published  a  newspaper 
supplement  with  government  funds  last 
week  in  an  attempt  to  educate  citizens  to 
the  programs  of  pollution  control  and  transit 
planning,  which  are  being  handled  by  MAG. 

According  to  Homer  Chandler,  executive 
director  of  the  association,  the  meetings  are 
held  for  two  basic  purposes  —  for 
informational  purposes  and  to  get  public 
reaction  about  the  programs. 


The  association  is  required  by  law  to  seek 
public  opinion  to  qualify  for  federal  funds, 
he  said,  but  the  meetings  are  not  held  for 
that  purpose  only. 


The  association  handles  general  planning 
for  the  area,  and  is  comprised  of  officials 
from  each  community  and  county. 

Agency  planners  explained  to  the  public 
Wednesday  about  plans  for  four  new  roads 
in  the  Utah  County  area,  but  were  told 
about  problems  that  citizens  see  in  the  same 
area. 


Such  things  as  low  public  transit  and 
underatterition  to  city  streets  drew  fire  from 
the  people. 

The  group  concluded  that  “We’ve  just  got 
too  many  automobiles,”  according  to  group 
spokesman  George  Scott,  a  planner  for 
MAG.

WASHINGTON  -  Congress  will  be  faced  with  changing  its 
budget  for  fiscal  1977  or  tolerating  a  poor  economic  performance 
next  year,  the  director  of  the  Congressional  Budget  Office  said 
Thursday. 

Without  additional  spending  or  tax  cuts,  “the  consensus  among 
forecasters  clearly  would  be  for  a  growth  rate  below  5  per  cent 
and  an  unemployment  rate  in  excess  of  7  per  cent,”  Director  Alice 
Rivlin  told  the  Joint  Economic  Committee. 


New  Leader 
inaugurated 
for  Mexico 
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Charges  expand 
in  Lockheed  case 


ROME  (AP)  -  A  parliamentary 
commission  investigating  the  Lockheed 
payoff  scandal  added  fraud  Thursday 
to  preliminary  corruption  charges 
against  two  former  defense  ministers 
and  a  former  air  force  chief  of  staff. 

The  commission  on  Wednesday  night 
also  lodged  preliminary  corruption 
charges  against  former  Premier  Mariano 
Rumor,  a  fixture  in  Christian 
Democratic  governments  since  1968, 
and  Gen.  Duilio  Fanali,  the  staff  chief. 
The  two  defense  ministers  charged  with 
them  were  Christian  Democrat  Luigi 
Gui  and  Social  Democrat  Mario 
Tanassi. 

The  fraud  charges  reportedly  involve 
what  the  commission  called  an 
unjustified  hike  in  the  price  of  14 
Lockheed  Cl 30  military  cargo  planes 
to  cover  some  $1.5  million  paid  to 
promote  the  planes’  sale  in  Italy. 

All  four  men  have  denied  receiving 
any  of  the  money. 


MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  -  Mexico’s  new 
president  began  his  six-year  term  by 
calling  for  hard  work,  promising  to 
reduce  government  spending  and  urging 
business  to  help  overcome  the 
country’s  economic  crisis. 

Jose  Lopez  Portillo  said  in  his 
inaugural  address  Wednesday  that 
Mexico  is  faced  with  a  period  of 
austerity  to  contend  with  inflation, 
recession,  unemployment,  rising  prices 
and  financial  instability,  including  the 
recent  devaluation  of  the  peso. 

“We  must  recognize  that  crisis  is  not 
a  fatal  catastrophe  if  we  employ  our 
will,”  he  said.  “The  gravest  fact  is  that 
in  the  moment  of  deterioration,  some 
Mexicans  lost  their  confidence  in  the 
country,  which  is  the  same  as  losing 
confidence  in  themselves.” 

Lopez  Portillo  received  the  red, 
white  and  green  presidential  sash  in  the 
National  Auditorium  from  outgoing 
President  Luis  Echeverria,  whose 
agrarian  reforms  and  government 
spending  alienated  much  of  the 
business  community. 

Lopez  Portillo  said  the  banking 
system  would  be  changed  to  encourage 
savings  and  channel  “part  of  the 
resources  that  would  otherwise  be 
devoted  .to.  consumption  into  .the 
formation  of  capital.”  He  promised 
help  to  companies  that  lost  money  in 
the  devaluation  of  the  peso.

Orem  City  Manager  Albert  Haines  said  Orem 
property  owners  paid  almost  $150,000  in  taxes  to 
pay  for  services  they  never  received  in  1975.-

Haines  said  that  services  such  as  those  furnished  by 
Animal  Control  and  the  Sheriff’s  Office  are  being, 
paid  for  twice  by  city  dwellers.  City  residents  pay 
once  for  the  city’s  own  service,  and  again  for  the 
county’s  service,  which  they  never  receive. 

County  government  provides  those  services  to 
unincorporated  sections  of  the  county,  while  city 
municipal  governments  provide  them  for  their 
residents,  according  to  Haines. 

“If  the  county  people  want  to  receive  municipal 
services,  they  must  pay  the  cost,”  Haines  said. 

He  said  that  Orem’s  mayor  had  met  with  the 
County  Commission  during  the  past  few  weeks  and 
had  discussed  the  issue  with  them. 

“We  will  be  meeting  with  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  very  harmoniously  to  get  this  thing 
resolved,”  Haines  said.

In  an  earlier  decision  involving  Salt  Lake  City,  the 
Utah  Supreme  Court  barred  Salt  Lake  County  from 
collecting  taxes  from  city  residents  to  pay  for  services 
they  don’t  receive. 

County  residents  usually  have  to  pay  less  taxes, 
according  to  Haines,  because  they  are  subsidized  by 
city  dwellers.

Buddy  Schwimmer  has  taught

He  has  appeared  on  “Where  the 
Action  Is”  and  “American  Bandstand.” 
This  week,  he  appeared  in  the  ELWC 
Main  Ballroom  to  teach  3,000  BYU 
students  to  kick,  shuffle  and  rock  in 
special  workshops  sponsored  by  the 
Dance  Department. 

Schwimmer  is  currently  the 
California  State  Rock  Dance 
Champion,  and  has  a  list  of  awards  and 
credits  that  make  him  one  of  the  most 
popular  dance  attractions. 

The  2 7 -year- old  Chicago  native 
travels  throughout  the  United  States 
teaching  and  choreographing  for  dance 
camps  and  classes. 

BYU  students  are  more  enthusiastic 
about  dancing  and  more  attentive  than 
most  people,  he  said,  and  added  that  he 
enjoyed  his  first  visit  to  Utah 
immensely. 

Approximately  150  students 
attended  each  of  14  workshops  held 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  said  Lee 
Wakefield,  social  dance  coordinator.  In 
addition  to  those  sesssions,  Schwimmer 
spent  time  instructing  BYU  dance 
teachers  the  art  of  rock  basics. 

Next  semester  will  be  the  first  time 
social  dance  classes  will  include  rock 
dance  movements,  added  Wakefield, 
although  the  Latin  Hustle  has  been 
taught  for  the  last  two  semesters.

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The  Sampler  Area  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library, 
now  located  just  west  of  the  new  Reserve  Library 
contains  the  most  popular  collection  of  books  within 
the  library. 

According  to  Julene  Butler,  general  reference 
librarian  in  charge  of  the  Sampler  collection,  there  are 
approximately  1,500  books  within  the  collection  and 
50  per  cent  of  them  are  usually  checked  out. 

The  collection  was  started  in  1972  and  contains 
currently  popular  books,  mostly  paperback.  Books 
like  “All  The  President’s  Men”  and  those  by  Ray 
Bradbury  and  Edgar  Rice  Burroughs  can  be  found  in 
the  Sampler  Area.  There  are  even  books  on  crafts, 
sports  and  popular  music,  she  said. 

Some  books  deal  with  current  political, 
environmental  and  social  concerns  and  many  books 
are  chosen  from  Best  Seller  Lists,  she  said. 

The  collection  is  displayed  so  students  can  enter 
the  area  and  browse.  There  are  still  some  lounge 
chairs  and  other  furniture  to  be  installed,  said  Miss 
Butler.  , 

ASBYU  voted  Thursday  to  allot  $1,550  to  buy 
more  books  for  the  collection.  The  normal  fund  used 
to  buy  books  was  exhausted  last  February  so  not 
many  books  have  been  purchased  during  the  last  nine 
months,  according  to  Miss  Butler. 

One  problem  facing  the  Sampler  collection  is  that 
of  censorship.  Miss  Butler  said  the  statement  they 
received  on  censorship  for  the  Sampler  Area  is, 
“Since  the  current  scene  obviously  reflects  varying 
opinions,  attitudes,  modes,  morals  and  styles  that 
may  be  offensive  to  individual  readers  and  groups,  the 
collection  should  not  be  selected  to  explicitly  include 
or  exclude  any  particular  point  of  view,  except  to 
exclude  the  obviously  pornographic.” 

If  there  is  a  question  concerning  the  content  of 
some  books,  there  is  a  special  committee  that  will 
review  the  books,  said  Miss  Butler.  “We  try  to  keep 
within  the  bounds  of  library  policy.” 

One  out  of  every  20  books  checked  out  of  the 
library  is  from  the  Sampler  collection  even  though 
there  are  only  1,500  books  in  the  area  compared  to 
more  than  a  million  total  library  books. 

Douglas  P.  Bush,  assistant  director  of  the  library  in 
charge  of  public  services  said,  “The  books  are  just 
beat,  it  shows  how  much  they  are  getting  used.”

The  Sampler  Area  in  the  library  features  currently 
popular  books  and  is  the  most  used  section  of  the 
library. 


There  are  300  hard  back  books  in  the  collection 
that  are  rented  from  the  McNaughton  Company. 
Thirty  of  these  books  are  rotated  each  month,  Miss 
Butler  said.  She  added  that  the  main  concept  behind 
the  sampler  collection  is  to  “keep  it  current.”  Books 
are  bought  directly  from  book  stores  rather  than 
waiting  to  purchase  them  from  warehouses  or  dealers, 
she  said. 

The  books  within  the  collection  are  hot  listed  in 
the  general  card  index.  They  are  listed  by  author  only 
in  the  special  file  within  the  general  reference  area. 

Miss  Butler  urged  students  to  treat  the  paperbacks 
with  care.  They  usually  have  a  life  span  of  only  six  to 
10  readings,  she  said.

Howe  says  trial  unfair, 
wants  verdict  dropped 


fee 


Congressman  Allan  Howe,  whose 
political  career  was  ruined  by  a  sex 
solicitation  convictioh,  asked  the 
federal  court  Thursday  to  set  aside  the 
guilty  verdict,  according  to  United 
Press  International. 

The  amended  petition  for  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  asked  the  U.S.  District 
Court  for  Utah  to  overturn  the 
conviction  on  the  grounds  that  Howe’s 
constitutional  rights  were  violated  by 
adverse  pretrial  publicity. 

The  new  petition  included  most  of 


the  original  allegations  Howe  has  made 
since  his  mid-summer  arrest.  It  cited 
massive  publicity  in  the  media, 
comprpmising  statements  by  LDS 
Church  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball, 
and  actions  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  Police 
Department  as  making  a  fair  trial  for 
Howe  impossible. 

Dean  R.  Mitchell,  Howe’s  trial 
lawyer,  also  charged  that  District  Court 
Judge  Bryant  Croft’s  refusal  to 
sequester  the  jury  in  the  appeals  trial 
hurt  the  defense.

It  has  been  suggested  by  several  students 
that  tickets  be  sold  in  14  different 
windows  at  the  Marriott  Center,  said 
Williams.  It  has  also  been  suggested  that 
tickets  be  sold  off  campus,  but,  for  tax 
purposes  as  a  private  university,  this  is 
impossible,  Wright  said. 

Many  students  have  complained  that  part 
of  their  tuition  monay  is  being  budgeted 
for  concerts  at  which  they  cannot  get  good 
seats.  Wright  said  the  Social  Office  is  not 
budgeting  any  money  from  student 
government  and  all  money  for  concerts  is 
raised  through  student  dances  and  other 
student  activities. 

Complimentary  tickets  are  given  out  for 
a  variety  of  reasons,  he  said.  All  these 
tickets  are  paid  for  by  the  Social  Office 
and  in  that  sense  there  are  no  free  tickets, 
according  to  Wright.  Twenty  tickets  were 
given  to  the  Carpenters  as  part  of  their 
contract,  he  said.  The  florists  who  provided 
the  flowers  were  given  four  tickets  and  A  & 
M  Records  received  tickets  in  exchange  for 
promotion  of  the  concert  in  Salt  Lake, 
Wright  said. 

The  counterparts  of  BYU  student  body 
officers  at  other  local  universities  also 
receive  tickets,  Wright  said.  He  explained 
that  this  is  done  so  that  BYU  student  body 
officers  can  receive  free  tickets  to  groups 
playing  at  other  universities.  It  is  a 
requirement  of  the  administration  that  all 
groups  considered  for  BYU  performances 
must  be  previewed  by  the  Social  Office,  he 
said. 

Williams  said  the  Student  Development 
Association  often  buys  blocks  of  good 
tickets  to  concerts,  lyceums  and  athletic 
events  in  order  to  help  recruit  donors  for 
the  University. 


“The  Development  Association  is  in 
charge  of  raising  funds  for  the  university 
and  this  is  what  keeps  tuition  down. 
Tickets  to  various  activities  help  to 
showcase  the  university  and  what  we  do 
here,”  Williams  said. 

There  is  no  day  and  no  time  when  every 
person  can  be  first  in  line,  according  to 
Williams.  Mail  order  does  eliminate  lines, 
but  then  there  is  no  guarantee  people  will 
like  the  tickets  they  get,  he  said. 

“Our  university  administration  and 
student  government  have  students  in  mind 
for  every  event,”  said  Williams.  “You  can 
hypothesize  about  ticket  distribution  all 
you  want,  but  you  have  to  pay  the  price 
to  buy  good  tickets.  When  there  is  no 
demand,  there  are  no  complaints,  but  when 
the  supply  doesn’t  meet  the  demand,  then 
there  are  complaints.  I  would  be  thrilled  if 
someone  could  come  up  with  a  better  way 
of  ticket  distribution,”  said  Williams. 

Ford  portrait  taken 
another  one  raised 

SPOKANE,  Wash.  (AP)  -  Officials  at 
Spokane’s  federal  building  have  given 
President  Ford  a  raise. 

After  thieves  made  off  with  a  framed, 
“official”  portrait  of  Ford  from  the 
building’s  lobby,  General  Service 
Administration  workers  decided  to  hang  a 
new  picture  of  the  President  well  out  of 
reach. 

The  new  portrait,  showing  a  smiling  Ford 
with  his  arms  folded,  is  hung  about  20  feet 
off  the  floor,  close  to  the  ceiling. 

Two  closed  circuit  television  cameras 
monitor  the  lobby  and  security  personnel 
patrol  the  building.

29  and  30  following  an  incident  in 
which  Ahmad  Jahangiri  alleged  he  was 
taken  up  Logan  Canyon  and 
threatened.  Bahrabadi  later  turned 
himself  in  to  authorities. 

Asst.  County  Atty.  George  Preston 
declined  to  comment  on  reports  that 
the  incident  was  connected  with  spy 
activities  on  behalf  of  the  Shah  of  Iran.

Standards,  said  his  office  is  not  merely  the  academic 
watchdog  on  campus.  He  said  it  is  designed  to  assist 
any  person  who  has  difficulty  maintaining  university 
academic  standards. 

Max  Swenson  is  the  adviser  for  the  International 
Students  Office,  a  program  designed  to  help 
international  students  with  such  things  as  visas  and 
passports,  adjustment  to  the  American  way  of  life 
and  all  areas  where  counseling  is  needed. 

The  Student  Health  Center,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Cloyd  Hofeins,  provides  health  services  for  the 
campus.

new  law  establishing  the  200-mile  limit  says  he  is 
planning  legislation  to  halt  foreign  efforts  to  buy  into 
U.S.  fleets. 

To  date,  56  foreign  businesses  and  the  Soviet 
government  either  have  sought  an  interest  in  a  U.S. 
seafood  company  or  have  joined  with  an  American 
firm  to  form  a  joint-venture  corporation. 

Such  arrangements  could  allow  the  foreign 
enterprises  to  fish  within  the  200-mile  limit  as 
Americans  do,  free  of  fees,  quotas  and  access 
restrictions  that  will  apply  to  foreign  vessels.  A  firm 
under  foreign  control  could  export  all  the  fish  it  can 
buy  or  process,  affecting  U.S.  prices  and  the  balance 
of  payments. 

So  far,  33  Japanese  firms  have  invested  in  firms  like 
Hilton  Seafood  and  Seattle’s  North  Pacific  Processors. 
Japanese  Alaska  Pulp  Co.  owns  Wrangell  Lumber  Co., 
which  owns  Harbor  Seafoods  of  Wrangell,  Alaska. 

The  Soviet  government,  through  Sovrybflot,  joined 
Bellingham  Cold  Storage  Inc.,  of  Washington,  to  form 
U.S.-U.S.S.R.  Marine  Resources  Inc.,  according  to 
congressional  records.

Whose  interests  count 


in  Gilmore  execution? 


If  Gary  Mark  Gilmore  is  to  die  before 
a  Utah  firing  squad  Monday,  as  he 
wishes,  the  convicted  murderer  will 
have  to  escape  a  political  and 
emotional  net  that  threatens  to 
permanently  ensnare  him  on  death 
row. 

Gilmore’s  case  has  become  a 
battleground.  Special  interest  groups, 
attorneys,  irresponsible  elements  of  the 
press  and  state  officials  seem  to  be 
fighting  over  their  own  interests  in  the 
matter,  with  Gilmore  often  being 
shoved  to  the  sidelines. 

It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  those 
who  are  fighting  Gilmore’s  execution 
have  only  his  interests  at  heart,  since 
they  are  going  against  his  expressed 
desire  and  the  jury’s  decision  in  what 
appears  to  be  a  properly  conducted 
judicial  process. 

It  seems  more  likely  that  many  of 
those  fighting  Gilmore’s  death  are 
doing  so  because  of  some  self  interest 
-  notoriety  to  be  gained,  financial 
reward  from  the  telling  of  the  story, 
fear  that  an  execution  will  blacken  the 
name  of  Utah. 

Perhaps  the  most  understandable 
argument  against  Gilmore’s  death  is  the 
position  of  civil  rights  groups  that 
carrying  out  Gilmore’s  sentence  could 


bring  speedy  executions  for  other 
death  row  inmates  across  the  nation.  A 
majority  of  these  convicted  killers  are 
black  or  members  of  some  other 
minority  group. 

But  their  concern  seems 
unwarranted.  These  other  inmates  do 
not  want  to  die.  They  have  at  their 
disposal  all  legal  means  to  fight  then- 
own  execution,  and  the  disposition  of 
the  courts  seems  to  be  to  encourage  all 
those  means  to  be  used  before  a  death 
sentence  is  carried  out.  That’s  as  it 
should  be,  since  justice  demands  that 
even  the  very  appearance  of 
persecution  be  avoided. 

Gary  Mark  Gilmore,  however, 
chooses  npt  to  exercise  his  right  to  try 
to  avoid  execution.  While  others  may 
be  able  to  intervene  legally  for  him,  it 
is  questionable  whether  they  are 
serving  the  cause  of  justice. 

Granted,  if  the  state  must  execute 
criminals,  a  more  modern,  humane  way 
could  be  chosen.  Granted,  there  is. 
disagreement  as  to  whether  the  death 
penalty  ever  should  be  imposed;  is  it 
barbarism  or  justice,  the  sinking  of 
society  to  the  criminal  level  or  the 
imposition  of  a  fitting  penalty  for  that 
most  callous  kind  of  thievery,  the 
taking  of  a  life? 


It  is  surprising  so  few  BYU  students 
show  any  interest  in  learning  the 
languages  of  early  Christianity— Greek 
and  Latin. 

BYU  students  profess  an  uncommon 
reverence  and  understanding  of  the 
scriptures  and  the  early  Christian 
church.  However,  less  than  eight 
students  in  a  thousand  make  any  effort 
to  learn  even  one  of  the  two  languages 
in  which  most  early  Christian  writings 
have  been  preserved. 

No  one  can  pursue  a  truly  deep  study 
of  the  scriptures  or  anything  written  in 
a  foreign  language  without  reading  the 
original.  It  would  be  clearly  absurd,  for 
example,  for  anyone  to  expect  to  gain 
a  thorough  understanding  of  or  feeling 
for  Shakespeare’s  works  by  studying 
only  a  Spanish,  French  or  German 
translation  of  them. 

A  translation  is  only  an 
approximation  of  an  author’s  meaning 
as  perceived  by  the  translator.  It 
cannot  reveal  the  subtler  meanings  and 
deeper  significance  of  the  original  text,. 
Reading  a  translation  is  like  seeing  a 


multi-colored  sunset  through  a  filter  or, 
as  one  scholar  likened  it,  “kissing 
through  a  handkerchief.” 

It  is  hard  to  think  of  a  more 
rewarding  experience  than  reading  the 
scriptures  in  their  original  language, 
and  it  is  not  that  difficult  to  gain  the 
skill. 


After  just  two  classes  in  Greek  one 
can  read  the  Gospel  of  John  with  ease; 
after  three  classes,  the  rest  of  the  New 
Testament  is  readable.  Three  classes  in 
Latin  enable  one  to  read  not  only  the 
Latin  Bible,  but  the  abundant  writings 
of  the  early  Christian  fathers  as  well. 

Students  who  love  the  scriptures 
should  realize  the  insights  gained  by 
reading  them  in  their  original  languages 
and  the  relatively  short  time  in  which 
they  could  learn  the  skill,  more  of 
them  could  easily  fill  BYU’s  General 
Education  requirements  of  1 2  language 
credits  or  its  equivalent  with  a  study  of 
Greek  or  Latin. 

It’s  certainly  something  to  consider.
